When the school was 
actually opened, his sister, Miss Emma 
Little (Mrs. Kingsbury) was its sec- 
ond teacher. After a time a building 
"was considered 
necessary 
for the 


school purposes. This building is now 
used as the Welsh church, at the cor- 
ner of Elm and Main streets. Its up- 
per story was used for seminary pur- 
poses, the middle room for the social 
affairs of church and school, and the 
basement for primary work. A separ- 
ate boarding house was maintained for 
the young ladies, board at this time 
being sixty-two and one-half cents per 
week. 
The manual labor system 


taught by Mt. Holyoke graduates, pre- 
vailed. 
Some time later, board was 


raised to eighty-seven cents per week, 
and tuition to four dollars am? a quar- 
ter per term. 


In 1837 ground was bought from Mr. 


Grove Case, and the large building 
erected at a cost of $17,000. The school 
had been incorporated in 1836. The 
•brick addition was not added until 
1-864-5. It was used as a gymnasium, 
chapel and recitation room. 


G. F. C. has spread its graduates 


over the whole world—women who are 
good and true, trying to honor their 
Alma Mater. 


One of the most noted graditates of 


G. F. G. is Mrs. Theodore R. Cuyler. 
A letter from the Rev. Theodore R.

Most of these have the names 


of their little makers immortalized in 
careful cross-stitch; the oldest shows 
the date 1797. Ranking with these in 
antiquity are the hair-wreaths and 
feather flowers, dating a past era in 
fancy work. 


One coverlid demands that its little 


history be repeated. 
The yarn of 


which it is made was spun by Mrs. 
P. M. Patterson, at the age of seven- 
teen; the work was all done in mom- 
ings and evenings, while during tfie 
day she was engaged in teachinf 
school at the munificent salary of fiftj 
cents per week. Near this coverlid IE 
a sofa pillow, made of silk bought ii> 
England, for a wedding dress in 1775. 
After serving its original purpose for 
two generations, it has, in this form 
been passed to the third generation. 


There is one unique specimen 
of 


chenille work, made in 1822, the only 
piece of its kind to be found. ' 


Some of the most attractive articles 


are pieces of old hand-made clothing . 
A fine collection of children's clothing 
:s loaned by Mrs. T. J. Shepard— 
tiny baby garments, wee pieces-which 
clothed restless little forms long since 
grown to manhood and womantidod. 
One little pink frock bears the inscrip- 
tion, "Worn when its _ owner 
was 


kissed by General W. T.-Sherman." 


A number of other pieces of cloth- 


ing 
are 
on exhibition, including 


dresses, tiny aprons, petticoats and 
caps—all bearing well-known names 
on their labels, and all elaborately em- 
bellished with hem-stitching, embroid 
ery, tatting or hand-made lace. One 
elaborately embroidered pink 
frock, 


was worn by Mrs. J. Sutphen Jones 
when she was four years old; with- 
it are the embroidered pantalettes 
which were a part of the dress-up 
costume. 


Much of the work is trimmed with 


eyelet embroidery, exactly like that 
which is so popular today. 
This list 


includes under-sleeves, 
chemisettes, 


night caps—Mrs. Shepard presents a 
fine collection of these also—and baby 
lingerie. A calash, the property of 
Mrs. 
Boaz Jones, is the most curious 


article of head-gear imaginable. 
It 


is hard to realize that any one but 
"the ladies of Cranford" ever wore 
them. 


There is a corset—hand made—of 


the 1840 period. 
Be thankful. that, 


such are not worn to-day!

very faulty, and, as many laymen claim 
they can predict the weather more accu- 
rately than the weather* bureau without 
any ot the elaborate apparatus of the 
government, I hereby appeal to all the 
weather prophets of this country to enter 
c. thirty day contest for a cash prize of 
J100, which I will give to whoever predicts 
the weather most accurately and will tell 
for the benefit of the public by what 
methods he arrived at his conclusions.

"For the past twenty-five years I 


have made a close study of weather re- 
ports, especially those given by the 
United States weather bureau," said 
Mr. Fast recently.

Railway Line Opened From Salt Lake 


City to Los Angeles.

Chicago and Los Angeles.

tablish themselves in this new country,

Hindoo Temple In San Francl*co. 
San Francisco is to enjoy the dis- 


tinction of having a temple erected 
within its city for the worship of the 
creed of the A'edas—the only temple of 
that creed outside of India, its home. 
The cornerstone for the new temple 
was laid recently .with appropriate 
ceremony by the Swami Trigunatlta. 
The cornerstone contained the picture 
of the Master Sri Rama Krishna, a 
group of pictures of the Swamis of the 
Belur Math, India, and of the seat of 
Kudraksba; a brief history of the Vc- 
danata society of San Francisco and a 
translation In the original Sanskrit, 
the oldest literature of the Aryan race. 
Swami Trigunatita said that it is the 
only cornerstone containing the San- 
skrit in either America or Europe, as 
the temple will be the only one erected 
in the western world. The temple will 
be of the oriental type of architecture, 
built upon a lot 25 by 100 feet, and 
will contain, besides the house of wor- 
ship, class rooms, an abode for the 
Swami. who collected the funds for 
the temple within one year, and for 
the president of the society. The 
structure will be finished -withlE three 
months. 


Blectrle Mitntu to Kill Crmnnopper*. 


A new proposition has l»een tried Ju 


Madera county, Cal_ -with creat suc- 
cess in e.T?»nmnating grasshoppers on 
a small scale and will be tried more 
fxten«ively wherever electric light to 
available, nays a Fresno dispatch to the 
New York Times. This is the u*e of a 
strong electric light to attract grass- 
bopi>ers to large shallow troughs which 
contain a mixture of oil that kills the 
insects. Fanners who have employed 
the llgut say it promises to be a rao«t 
valuable method, as only a few lijrbts 
arr nwied, and these attract the 
grasshoppers in immense numbert 
from long distances. During some 
years the grasshoppers are very de- 
structive in the region on both sides 
of the San Joaanln river, and no pre- 
ventive measure has hitherto been 
found.

AMERICANS 


Received With Honors 
in 
France— 


General Adna Chaffee and Party 


Are Warmly Greeted. 


Chateaubrienne, Prance, Sept. 7.— 


The American military mission to the 
French army maneuvers arrived here 
and was received with imposing mili- 
tary honors by General Brugere and 
his staff and the assembled troops. 
General Brugere warmly greeted Lieu- 
tenant General Adna R. Chaffee and 
others of the American party and in- 
troduced them to the officers of the 
French general staff. During the cere- 
mony the band of the Eighty-second 
regiment' of infantry played the "The 
Star Spangled Banner," the bugles 
sounded a fanfare and the artillery 
fired a salute of seven guns in honor 
of the American officers.

Washington, Sept. 7.—Thc state de- 


partment has received the following 
cablegram from United States Minis- 
ter Russell at Cardcas: 


"The 
Venezuelan government has 


closed the French cable at Caracas 
and other points. Obliged to use land 
wires from Caracas and Laguira and 
government collects 20 cents per word 
for this service 
(a distance of 12 


miles." 


The department expects that as mat- 


ters have reached a crisis so far as 
the French 
cable company is con- 


cerned, some drastic action may be 
taken by the French government. The 
cable company's property was seized 
by the Venezuelan government under 
a decree of the high court on the 
ground that it had failed to meet its 
obligations 
under the concession in 


the ma.ter of supplying proper cable 
connections. 
Another suit brought by 


the government 
against the cable 


company is for heavy damages on ac- 
count of alleged aid extended by the 
company to the revolutionists during 
the Mates insurrection. 


The war department is awaiting the

Suburban Oil Centers Ablaze and Al- 


ready Half of the Industry Has Been 
Wiped Out—Soldiers Using Artil- 
!ery 
on 
Riotous 
Mobs—Gloomy 


View of the Situation. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 7.—The news 


from Baku received up to the time of 
the filing of this dispatch in of the 
gloomiest character. The 
Armenian 


and Tartar warring factions now ap- 
pear to be entirely beyond control. 
The streets of Baku seem to be unsafe 
for the inhabitants and the force of 
troops to be inadequate to restrain the 
anarchical tendencies of the combat- 
ants in the surrounding region. Ac- 
cording to reliable reports the troops 
have been forced to withdraw from 
the suburb of Balakhan, where on 
Tuesday the rioters set fire to the oil 
works, and that place is now in the 
hands of the Tartars, who have com- 
pleted the work of destruction and 
who, 
it is said, massacred the inhabi- 


tants who did not accompany 
the 


troops 
in 
their 
retirement. 
Tele- 


phonic 
and railroad communication 


between Baku and the suburban oil 
centers is cut, and it is reported that 
the wires into Baku are down. 


The viceroy of the Caucasus has dis- 


patched reinforcements of troops from 
Tiflis, but owing to the conditions 
throughout the whole of the southern 
part of the Caucasus with these rein- 
forcements the troops will be inade- 
quate to co?e with the situation. In 
the suburban region the light is des- 
perate and the soldiers are using ar- 
tillery. 


Representatives of the oil industry 


here are uiferly despondent and they 
declare that on the basis of the tele- 
grams so far received more than half 
of the industry in the Baku region has1 
been wiped out and that the fire is 
making rapid inroads into the remain- 
der of the oil territory. The Baku rep- 
resentative of a prominent oil com- 
pany has telegraphed to his St. Peters- 
burg headquarters as follows: "It is 
no longer a question of saving o«r 
property, 
but 
one of getting out 


alive." 


A press dispatch from Baku, ap- 


proved bi the censor, says: "Thc 
rival factions 
are 
concentrating in 


their own quarters here. The situa- 
tftjn'is ekc'e'etlingly tense. Murders arc 
frequent. Cannonading is heard from 
time to time. In the Moslem quarter 
the patrols have been fired upon. Bala- 
khan is on fire and the Armenians are 
surrounded by armed villagers, appar- 
ently Tartars, -and the cannonading 
there is unceasing." 


Msssacrod by Tartars. 


Tiflis. Caucasia, Sept. 7.—A dispatch 


from Elizabethpol says that all of the 
inhabitants of the Armenian village of 
Mankend, in the district of Zanges- 
ursk, have been massacred by Tartar 
nomads. Other villages of the district 
are surrounded by Tartars and the 
governor is urgently appealing for re- 
inforcements. 


After ths Insurgents. 


Tiflis. Sept. 7—The viceroy of the 


Caucasus informed the governor- of 
Baku that reinforcements will be sent 
to him from Tiflis and instructed him 
to proceed against the insurgents with 
the utmost military vigor. 


Gaynor-Qrccne Case. 


Montreal, Sept. 7.—The application 


for a writ of habeas corpus in the 
case of Gaynor and Greene, the con- 
tractors wanted in the United States 
on charges of conspiring to defraud 
the government, was argued before 
Judge 
Ouimet. During the hearing 


Judge Ouimet announced that he 
would not allow any technicality to in- 
terfere with the case growing out of 
the extradition treaty. The principal

PAIR JAPAN 


Hundreds Are Wounded at Tokyo In 


Clashes With the Police. 


TERMS ENRAGE THE PEOPLE 


Downfall of the Government Predicted 


as a Result of the Peace Pact With 
Russia — Conservatives, 
However, 


Believe the Storm Will Soon Blow 
Over—Sharp Newspaper Comment. 


Tokyo, Sept. 7.—Rioting broke out 


here Tuesday night in connection with 
the dissatisfaction over the results of 
the peace settlement. There were sev- 
eral clashes with the police and it is 
estimated that two were killed and 
500 wounded. The rioting ceased at 
midnight. Police stations were the 
only property destroyed. 


Indignation meetings have been held 


at Tokyo, Otake, Nogoya and other 
places. At Tokyo a large crowd as- 
sembled in a public park and adopted 
resolutions declaring the nation hu- 
miliated and denouncing the terms up- 
on which the treaty of peace was ar- 
ranged. 


The entire nation is keenly disap- 


pointed at the outcome. Nowhere 
throughout the empire has there been 
a step taken toward the celebration of 
the conclusion of peace. The Radicals 
continue their campaign against the 
government demanding the punish- 
ment of those responsible for the com- 
promise. The forthcoming diet is cer- 
tain to be turbulent, and it is predict- 
ed that the Katsura government will 
be forced from office. 


Count Okum, leader of the progres- 


sive party, in discussing the settle- 
ment, said he was unable to reconcile 
himself to the result, because the con- 
ditions preventing Russian aggression 
in Korea and Manchuria were insuffi- 
cient. 
, 


The Conservative journals are sup- 


porting the 
government. 
It is be- 


lieved that when the government is 
free to explain fully the conditions of 
the settlement and the logic apper- 
taining to them, the reaction of senti- 
ment will largely increase. 


The Nichi Nichi calls the result of 


the conference an insult to the nation. 
The Jiji says that it already has ex- 
pressed disconl?nt, but now that the 
die has been cast, it hopes that the

AYar may fire their 


blood, but the ending of strife appeals 
to their better natures. So the poets 
and prophets have dreamed of a war- 
less age, and so tbe Great Teacher has 
been called the. Prince of Peace. 


AVith the ending of the war hi the far 


east is the better day of perpetual 
peace about to dawn? AA'ho can tellV 
Many have given voice to such a hope. 
But other fond hearts have cherished 
that faith when the world was younger. 


Whatever the future may hold in 


store, Ave at least can be glad in the 
ending of strife now. Russia and Ja- 
pan have struck hands, and the sword 
is in its sheath. That they met to re- 
new their friendship on American soil 
is one more mark set in the book of 
good deeds to the credit-of the great 
republic. 
, 


Peace! May it last long! Under it 


may the world go forward to renewed 
triumphs of progress, enlightenment 
and brotherhood. A new era has open- 
ed in the orient. May the rising sun of 
Mppou be prophetic, the veritable sym- 
bol of a sunrise over all the far east. 


Nor should Russia be forgotten. A 


step toward constitutional government 
Las beeii taken in the land of the czar. 
M. AA'itte hails it as the greatest event 
in Russian history. His eyes have a 
long vision. Perhaps he is. right. 


The actual signing of the treaty of 


Portsmouth—for so it will be known- 
recalls other like happy events in other 
days. The fact that the ending of 
bloodshed has always been hailed with 
ncclaim shows that the world's heart 
is right. Perhaps some day its head 
may be as right as its heart. 


Peace treaties of the present age are 


an outgrowth of the amenities of mod- 
ern warfare. In the ancient days the 
negotiation of a treaty was a ''stand 
and deliver" affair. Take, for example, 
the one made by Julius Caesar at the 
close of bis eight years' campaign in 
Gaul, as told by himself in his famous 
"Commentaries." He admits frankly 
that he took everything that was mov- 
able and carried it into Italy, leaving 
peace behind him, out little else. v 


Treaty of Westphalia. 


One of the most important of old 


time peace treaties was that of West- 
phalia, concluded Oct. 24, 1048. 
It 


ended the Thirty Tears' war, in which 
Gustavus Adolpbus fought so valiant- 
ly. This long and bloody conflict hail 
its beginning in a religious controver- 
sy. The Protestants had begun to as- 
sert themselves and had seized church 
lands and converted them to their "own 
purposes. Ferdinand of Austria was 
a faithful sou of the church and also 
a shrewd political schemer. He coax- 
ed Spain to become his partner in a 
campaign to subjugate the small Ger- 
man'states and restore the old religion. 
The trouble spread like a conflagration, 
and all Europe was soon involved in ir. 
Finally the emperor was beaten at his 
own game and was driven to sign the 


ny and forced the French kjug to sign 
the peace of Kyswiek. 


Americas Independence. 


When England was forced to ac- 


knowledge' to herself and to the world 
that she could never reconquer her re- 
bellious American colon!'"; negotiations 
were opened reluctantly and with ex- 
ceedingly bad grace for couclnuing a 
treaty of peace. Paris was chosen as 
the place of conference. There were 
so many and such serious differences 
at the early meetings of the commis- 
sioners that progress was very slow, 
and 
adjournments 
were 
frequent. 


There were no cables or steamships in 
those days, and it took a good deal of 
time to send home for instructions. 
On Nov. 13. 1782, the protocol was 
signed. "We hope the terms we have 
obtained will be satisfactory, though 


a liru\"p «ivi Merlin; \vliru (he news was 
ii'.ulc public. L'::rh man of words made 
haste to gcr under c.iver aud diplomacy 
languished. Al'ier Waterloo, however, 
Hie \iay n.is clcsir.

General Scott Was Angry. 


After General Scott had won the Avar 


with Mexico, President Poll: --cnl Nich- 
olas Trist, chief cleik of the state de- 
partment, to thai country to negotiate 
a tre.ily of p.cace. Genera! Scott re- 
tented the president's action, and ho 
was so outspoken in his wrath that 
Trist was officially recalled, but re- 
mained to complete hiw work. A treaty 
of peace was made and signed at Gua- 
dalupe Hidalgo. liy the terms of this 
convention Mexico lost California and 
New Mexico. 


The Crimean Avar was brought to a 


clo«e by the treaty of Paris of l.V»<J. 
The powers hud long been at the point 
of rupture, but it was Russian greeil 
that precipitated the conflict. The czar 
seized some of the minor provinces, 
and it took about a year to convince 
him that he had exceeded his right 
During that period occurred the des- 
perate battles of Iiikerman and Bala- 
klava. The treaty that followed made 
the Ulack sea neutral to all commerce, 
but closed to ships of Avar. It also Mint 
out all vessels of Avar from the Dar- 
danelles. 


The American civil war hsv.l a pe- 


culiar finish. 
There was never any 


peace treaty, but the war ended Avith 
the surrender of General Lee at Appo- 
mattox Courthouse. 
Lee offered TO 


treat for peace after the usual method, 
but Grant declined on the ground of

The gallant Virginian ac- 
cepted, and that in effect was all the 
peace treaty that has ever existed be- 
tween tho Federal government and tiie 
Confederacy. 


In the peace treaty that concluded 


the Franco-Prussian 
Avar Germany 


drove a hard bargain. 
The kaiser's 


army was intrenched, just outside of 
Paris when the preliminaries were 
signed. After the capture of the gaj 
capital Emperor William added to the 
original demand an indemnity of $1,- 
200,000,000. 
M. Thiers succeeded in 


having this stupendous sum reduced 
to 551,000,000,000. Most galling of all 
was the conversion of the long disput- 
ed Alsace and Lorraine into German 
provinces.

the railway is economically inseparable 
from the caual in the constructive 
stage. This can hardly be held to be 
the case with the .\ew York-Colon 
steamship line. 
Yet the government 


pertinaciously clings to the latter, and 
by purchase has recently added to the 
line two large and bpeedy ships at a. 
cost of .vji.yno.ooo. 


it is only the spectator right here 


on the ground who can fully com- 
prehend the tremendous power the gov- 
ernment has taken into its hands by 
this incidental entry into the lield of 
commerce. 


This national ownership of a ridicu- 


lous little railroad only forty-seven 
miles long, remote as it is from the 
United States, makes the country in 
face a powerful competitor of seven 
transcontinental 
ruifcvays, 
including 


the Canadian Pacific, having not le^s 
than IS.tXJO miles of main track. Their 
stocks and bonds are scattered in the 
hands of thousands of private Amer- 
ican citizens. 
For, ridiculously short 


as it is, the Panama railway, too, is a 
transcontinental line to a degree. It irf 
true, as Jir. Bristow states in his re- 
cent report, that the "relation it sus- 
tains to commerce is different from 
that of any other transportation com- 
pany"— that is, with reference merely 
to the construction of the" canal by 
government. 
Nevertheless it is direct 


and effective. 
As a common carrier, 


fixing rates the same a^ any other com- 
pany, its relations are not different in 
any other particular. 


The chief object iu the purchase of 


both the railway and the steamship 
lines was the transportation ot" the 
canal freights, but anybody who fre 
queiits the Colon and Panama wharfs 
quickly observes that a very large pro- 
portion of the ship cargoes and railway 
freights are for private account It- is 
clear that financially the government 
has made a good tiling by taking over 
these lines. 
They both pay a large 


return above Hie cost of maintenance, 
which will be much greater when the 
facilities for handling the mass of 
freights offering are increased in ac- 
cordance with the liberal plans already 
being carried out. The purchase of tlie 
two steamers above mentioned is sig- 
nificant of the government's intentions 
in this regard as well as probable de- 
termination to permanently maintain 
its present single relation toward our 
transcontinental commerce as well as 
foreign 
commerce with the Pacific 


coast of South America. 


As for the Panama railway, it is 


actually sv.-amped with both passenger 
and freight traffic. It runs five passen- 
ger trains each way daily. Each looks 
like an excursion train, such a rush of 
passengers is there, both first and sec- 
ond class. The natives aud canal em- 
ployees are great travelers. It is not 
unusual to see a do;:en persons stand- 
ing in the coach aisle. 


Under the original Panama railroad 


company the fare from Aspinwall 
(Colon) to Panama was §25. gold. Just 
think of paying .?;>.j railroad fare from 
Washington to Baltimore or New York 
to West Point! De Lesseps reduced 
tlie fare to $S. gold— still enough, in ail 
conscience, for n forty-seven mile ride. 
Our commission promptly reduced this 
rate to S4. gold, and in May lust to 
$.'.40, or 5 cents per mile. The oM 
rate of ?i!5, and even -?3. was pure rob- 
bery. The pas.--«;ii!rer had no recourse- 
there was no competing line. He could 
not get across the isthmus on au ox 
cart nor afoot 
In addition, the pas-

To date. then, irm-rnment ownership
